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From the State Director 


In my summary of Michael 
Strainic’s Ufology in the Great 
White North in the July/August 
1996, a paragraph was devoted 
to the Shag Harbour incident of 
1967. 

...At last year's MUFON Sym¬ 
posium in Greensboro, North 
Carolina, Chris Styles gave a 
detailed report of this event. In 

1994 Styles received a grant 
from the Fund for UFO Research 
to do a search of Canadian mili¬ 
tary documents held at their Na¬ 
tional Archives in Ottawa. In 

1995 he directed an underwater 
search for physical evidence. 
Paramount Television financed 
the expedition. Chris is 
MUFON’s Assistant Provincial 
Director for Nova Scotia. He is 
the co-author of a future book 
about the incident. Chris makes it 
clear that there is an extensive 
and available paper trail confirm¬ 
ing what eyewitnesses have said. 

T he incident occurred at 11 
PM on October 4, 1967. 
A UFO, estimated at 60 ft 
in diameter and flashing four 
lights in sequence, was seen hov¬ 
ering over the water near Shag 
Harbour. It tilted to a 45 degree 
angle and hit die water with a 
bright flash and an explosive 
sound. Witnesses reported the 
crash to the 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
and expressed concern for pos¬ 
sible survivors. No one reported 
a UFO. 

Witnesses and RCMP officers 
stood fascinated by the yellow 
light floating on the water. The 
craft was leaving a strip of yel¬ 
low foam in its wake as it trav¬ 
eled towards the open sea. The 
UFO disappeared before vessels 
could make it to its last known 
position. By then, the yellow 
foam was a half mile wide, but it 
eventually dispersed. 

The incident was brought to the 
attention of the Condon Comittee 
by the Lorenzens of APRO. It 
was assigned to electrical engi¬ 
neer Dr. Norman Levine who, 
after talking to Canadian 
authorities, decided against an 
on-site investigation. Styles says 
that the various Canadian agen¬ 
cies involved in tire search and 
investigation were amazin gly 
open about their involvement To 
them, they were looking for a 
UFO. 

Based on information at the 
time, the military did not believe 
that the UFO was below its im¬ 
pact she. They thought that while 
submerged it had navigated its 
way to a different location. A 
flotilla of ships ended up sta¬ 
tioned over the submerged UFO 
with the idea of attempting a re¬ 
covery. Styles does not 
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indicate how the military came to 
know its position. Procrastination 
was due to the feet that a second 
UFO was on the scene repairing 
the crippled craft. On the seventh 
day a Soviet sub violated the 12- 
mile limit and tried to close in on 
the UFO's position. Both sub¬ 
merged UFOs began moving to¬ 
wards the Gulf of Maine. They 
surfaced, became airborne, and 
quickly flew away. There was a 
claim that debris was recovered at 
the impact site.

One week (to the hour) after the 
crash a family observed two 
UFOs hovering over Shag Har¬ 
bour before flying away at high 
speed. 

Styles tried to located logs for 
October of 1967 from the manned 
lighthouse at Cape Roseway, 
where a clear view would have 
been made of naval operations 
above the submerged UFOs. 
However, the records were miss¬ 
ing and could not be located. He 
ran into a similar situation regard¬ 
ing 

radar logs. It seems that there is a 
so-called “Annual Strokcfs Re¬ 
port” which deals with major tar¬ 
get detection made by C anadian 
radar. A first inquiry indicated 
that this report was also missing. 
This was strange because only the 
archival staff ever had access to 
them. Later it turned up, but with 
no record of any detection of 
UFOs. This was hard to reconcile 
because the radar facility's admin¬ 


istrative officer had run appeals in 
Nova Scotia newspapers after the 
crash, that read, “Military Wants 
UFOs Reported.” 

Another interesting connection 
involved a late Jesuit 
priest, Father Michael Surke- 
Gaffhey. He was a noted astrono¬ 
mer, professor, and UFO investi¬ 
gator for Canada's National Re¬ 
search Council. When Styles fi¬ 
nally was able to access the 
priest's personal papers [which 
were] archived at St. Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity in Halifax, he found ten 
documents related to the Shag 
Harbour affair. 

There is still a possibility for 
physical evidence on the ocean 
floor. In June of 1988, a Fisheries 
Research Vessel was cruising an 
area near Shag Harbour known as 
“The Rip.” They were doing a 
sides can sonar survey for the Bed¬ 
ford Institute of Oceanography. 
Their sonar recorder printed a 
strange reflection that perplexed 
the geologists involved. It implied 
the presence of four circular ob¬ 
jects in the 5-meter range. 

The SIGHTINGS TV program 
ended up sponsoring an expedition 
to examine the ocean floor from 
the last known position of the 
UFO before it submerged. Time 
and weather prevented them from 
accomplishing much. 

Chris Styles closed his presen¬ 
tation by stating that the Shag 
Harbour Incident remains the only 
two crash scenario that is sup¬ 
ported by available and unre¬ 
stricted government documenta¬ 
tion that is without controversy as 
to its origin and authenticity.

More Hard Evidence 

An Editorial Comment

ntriguingly, Wilbert B. Smith, 
head of Canadian Project Mag¬ 
net (1950 - 1954) and a commit¬ 
tee member of Project Second 
Story (1952 - 1954), admitted 
that a number of fragments from 
UFOs had been recovered and 
analyzed by Project Magnet 
and/or Second Story. 

Smith disclosed the retrieval of 
UFO fragments during a recorded 
interview with C. W. Fitch and 
George Popovitch in November of 
1961. He also stated that one of 
the fragments had been shot off a 
UFO by a jet interceptor near 
Washington, DC in July 1952, 
during the famous Washington 
UFO “flap.” 

ha regard to the fragment shot 
off the UFO Smith said, "I was 
informed that the disk was glow¬ 
ing and was about two feet in di¬ 
ameter. A glowing chunk flew off 
and the pilot saw it glowing all 
the way to the ground. He radi¬ 
oed his report and a ground party 
hurried to the scene. The thing 
was still glowing when they found 
it an hour later. The entire piece 
weighed about a pound. The seg¬ 
ment that was loaned to me was 
about one third of that. It had 
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been sawed off. There was iron 
rust— the thing was in reality a 
matrix of magnesium orthosili¬ 
cate. The matrix had great num¬ 
bers — thousand s— of 15-micron 
spheres scattered through it ." 

It is interesting to note that most 
UFO critics reserve their most 
vociferous criticism for UFO 
physical trace cases. If they can’t 
find an answer to the cold data in 
front of them, their tactic is obfus¬ 
cate and confuse. We have seen 
ample evidence of this tactic in the 
Ubatuba case alone. Although the 
scientific findings in this case are 
impressive, the critics have suc¬ 
ceeded in throwing enough chaff 
in the air to neutralize the data. 

On a more positive note, it is 
intriguing that magnesium in some 
form is found in at least half of the 
UFO physical traces cited in this 
short article [see Ed. Note below]. 
Magnesium seems to be an impor¬ 
tant or even key element in these 
cases — as it obviously was in the 
Ubatuba case.

Recent Sighting & 
Subtle Implications

n a bright Saturday 
morning last October 12, 
a woman was driving 
north toward St Paul, Minnesota, 
appreciating the autumn tree col¬ 
ors. On the north side of Coates, 
on Highway 52, she became aware 
of something flying along roughly 
parallel to her pickup truck, to the 
west of the highway. It was rather 
close to the road, about a city 
block or two away. She could see 
its starboard side which was 
white, with darker shading on the 
surfaces away from the sun. There 
were no apparent windows, no 
insignia, no propellers, rotors, or 
engines, no tail or projections, and 
no vapor or exhaust. It looked like 
a fat, blunt, non-aerodynamic tri¬ 
angle with the straight edges and 
angles smoothly rounded. The 
witness has 20/20 vision, and saw 
it clearly, but briefly. She thinks it 
was about the size of a small 
plane, but it absolutely was not a 
plane, helicopter, or balloon. 

The woman lost sight of it after 
about 5 seconds due to some in¬ 
tervening trees close to the high¬ 
way. She kept looking for it as she 
was driving, expecting to see it 
again on about the same heading, 
close and parallel to the highway. 
After a couple minutes, it was 
spotted again, but traveling about 
100 degrees away from its original 
heading, moving west. This time it 
was passing in front of the multi¬ 
colored trees on a rise about a 
mile from the highway. The wit¬ 
ness could see that the port side 
also had shading gradations on a 
white rounded triangle structure. It 


was about twice as long as it was 
high. At the center back there 
seemed to be an indentation, 
similar to the crease in the side of 
a peach, and possibly deeper. The 
trailing end was not viewed 
straight on. There could have been 
an effect of foreshortening which 
makes long structures appear 
quite short when viewed on edge, 
but this appeared to be a very 
compact structure. It was fly ing 
steadily and swiftly along, right at 
treetop level. 

Twelve days before this witness’ 
first-ever UFO sighting, she had a 
particularly vivid — also first- 
ever — memorable UFO “dream”. 
Neither the “dream” nor the 
sighting is remarkable by itself, 
but the witness feels they’re re¬ 
lated to each other. If her experi¬ 
ence is part of a similar trend 
among other people, it could very 
well be si gnifi cant Unfortunately, 
this is the type of ordinary sight¬ 
ing experience which mi ght never 
get reported, much less the ac¬ 
companying dream which was 
particularly interesting. It was 
marked by lucidity and exteri¬ 
orized self-awareness. It had ele¬ 
ments resembling both an average 
dream and an out-of-body experi¬ 
ence. There were slight breaks in 
continuity as in a dream, but the 
sense of experiencing reality in the 
here and now were very vivid, 
much like some alien abduction 
accounts. 

It started outside her residence 
with no recalled preliminary set¬ 
up. At first she was with someone 
whom she assumed was her seven 
year-old daughter. They watched 
several fleets of lighted UFO’s fly 
high across the night sky in differ¬ 
ing formations & directions. They 
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were both interested and amazed, 
but not worried or shocked. Then 
suddenly & unexpectedly, one of 
the UFO’s broke from the forma¬ 
tion and came swooping noise¬ 
lessly down to drive right in close 
to the side porch where they were 
standing! Meanwhile, the woman 
became aware she was alone, 
which could be symbolic for how 
we each must face the unknown. 
She began fumbling, trying to get 
her keys sorted out to find the 
right one for that door of the 
house. She was hurriedly intend¬ 
ing to unlock it and get inside to 
where she believed she would be 
safe. This is a good metaphor for 
not having the right tools or ability 
to face an unfamiliar situation. 
Also, there is the aspect that she 
had willingly gone outside to look 
for UFO’s, but when one came, 
she was quite unprepared to deal 
with its arrival. 

When getting inside the house 
was clearly not a timely option, 
and perhaps because she thought 
she was being mentally contacted, 
she turned to face the UFO. This 
is a basic survival reaction when 
one seems cornered by an un¬ 
known peril. She saw a figure 
sitting on top of the bulge in 
the center of the classic sau¬ 
cer-shaped craft, approxi¬ 
mately 15’ in diameter. She 
couldn’t see the individual’s 
face at all, or wasn’t able to 
remember seeing it for some 
reason. It appeared to be a human 
woman though, because of the 
shape of the legs and lower body. 
It seemed that she had no clothes 
on, but no details of skin or sexual 
characteristics were perceived ei¬ 
ther, so the figure might have been 
wearing a body-suit type outfit. 


The woman explained her fear and 
trepidation to this human- 
appearing alien. She was sure that 
she couldn’t discern whether any 
alien was actually harmless or 
“good.” She proceeded to tell the 
alien-person that she couldn’t trust 
any of what she might say, be¬ 
cause aliens are known to he. She 
simply couldn’t trust any reput¬ 
edly effective method for recogniz¬ 
ing and dealing with aliens be¬ 
cause we are clearly at a disadvan¬ 
tage. Her unshakable opinion was 
that the alien-person could say 
nothing that would convince her 
otherwise. So there, go away! 

Telepalhically, the alien-person 
expressed that she understood 
completely, and had a connection 
and empathy toward the woman. 
The alien-person said she would 
do no harm, everything would be 
all right. There was no need to 
worry. Then the alien-person 
calmly said, *7 am your mother .” 

At this point, despite the clear 
communication that had just tran¬ 
spired about not trusting or believ¬ 
ing any alien, the woman had an 
overwhelming sense of love, 


warmth, and good feelings for this 
alien-person! In a thoroughly dis¬ 
arming episode, the woman was 
awash in positive emotion. She 
absolutely “knew” that this alien- 
person was her real, personal 
mother, not simply a mother- 
figure. She felt a wonderful con¬ 
nection to the alien-person, and 


would have done anything for her. 
Moreover, she would have done so 
willingly, wholeheartedly, in direct 
opposition to her negative resolve 
just a moment before. The intellec¬ 
tual recognition that this was ex¬ 
actly the kind of “convincing” she 
said she would not trust, simply 
couldn’t compare to the transform¬ 
ing power of love she was experi¬ 
encing. She was overjoyed to 
“know” her “Mom,” and felt a 
huge bond growing. Unfortu¬ 
nately, at this point there is no 
further memory' of what may have 
transpired next, and the woman 
woke up early with a lot to con¬ 
template. Given the attractive sen¬ 
sations she seemingly couldn’t 
resist, she wouldn’t be surprised if 
she had gone aboard the UFO like 
a rat following the Pied Piper of 
Hamelyn! It certainly was a peak 
experience of special impact for 
this person, especially considering 
that she witnessed a daylight UFO 
twelve days later. 

S hould wc analyze these epi¬ 
sodes separately or in combi¬ 
nation? Psychological analysts 
definitely explore the meaning 
of dreams, but there is a ten¬ 
dency for fens of the physical 
sciences to disregard the “soft” 
sciences of the mind. I am 
reminded that Betty and Bar¬ 
ney Hill initially began therapy 
to deal with stress, nervous¬ 
ness, and nightmares, not be¬ 
cause they had a recollection of 
being abducted by the UFO they 
saw. Therapists are trained to help 
people integrate their life experi¬ 
ences and trust their feelings. I 
asked Dr. John Mack at the 
MUFON Symposium in Greens¬ 
boro NC, and Budd Hopkins at 
the Bloomington MN conference

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last fell, how experiencers could 
know how to judge these “alien” 
episodes. They both suggested 
trusting one’s feelings. But whose 
feelings was this woman experi¬ 
encing in her “dream”? Upon re¬ 
jection of the alien, she was made 
to feel devoted to it anyway. I’m 
greatly concerned about the pos¬ 
sibility that whatever comprises 
the UFO/alien mystery can also 
impose false “gut feelings” akin to 
screen memories. We see reports 
of absurd as well as ordinary 
screen memories covering up the 
other supposed realities of UFO 
and alien experiences. For exam¬ 
ple, a cow galloping right along¬ 
side your car at freeway speeds 
really isn’t a cow. There may be 
an emotional corollary to how they 
reportedly communicate telepathi- 
cally with our intellects. If it is 
true that feelings as well as 
thoughts can be transmitted, then 
feelings of terror as well as feel¬ 
ings of love can be erroneous. 
Everything we think we know 
about contact might be orches¬ 
trated. 

This could also have grave im¬ 
plications for our increasingly 
heavy reliance on hypnotically 
retrieved UFO memories. Perhaps 
we should be wary of any suppo¬ 
sition that the emotional content of 
recalled experience represents 
genuine human reality. People sort 
themselves along a spectrum of 
attitudes about “aliens,” inclu ding 
that aliens are the biggest threat to 
humanity, or neutral and harmless, 
or godlike. Which of our efforts to 
understand this phenomenon are 
valid, from the witnesses’ percep¬ 
tions to the researchers’ summa¬ 
ries? Which obstacles, intended or 
not, are generated by the alien 
phenomenon itself or even by the 


percipients’ thought processes? As 
we gather and analyze data, we 
must pay attention to how our as¬ 
sumptions might be inadequate for 
ascertaining the realities behind 
the screens. I think we should 
consider the potential prevalence 
and importance of these kinds of 
“dream’ ’-with-s ighting occur¬ 
rences in people who have no 
known history of “abduction.” 

The witness wonders if her sub¬ 
conscious is sending her a mes¬ 
sage that she shouldn’t go looking 
for UFO’s in order to avoid get¬ 
ting caught in a situation she is ill- 
prepared to handle. On the other 
hand, she also conceives that the 
wholly positive nature of the epi¬ 
sodes should give her courage to 
be accepting of the UFO experi¬ 
ence, whatever it turns out to be. 
After all, she thinks there’s a pos¬ 
sibility that a loving alien “Mom” 
may actually be looking out for 
her. Aside from the “dream,” the 
witness think s her UFO sighting 
was clearly anomalous, but its 
actions W'ere not intimi dating or 
scary. She has the feeling it may 
have been a friendly gesture 
equivalent to waving “Hello.” 
However, she didn’t wave back.

Observed UFO 
Occupant Classifications

“And God said, ‘Let us 
make man in our image, 
after our likeness...,” 

Genesis, Chapter 1, v26 

The Old Testament tells us that as 
the peoples of the earth began to 
multiply, the “Sons of God" saw 
the daughters of men and took 
them as wives... and they bore 
children to the Sons of God... 

Group A: Non Earth-Born 
Humans 

This Group consists of three 
peoples from three distinct colony 
zones, namely Sirius, Pleiades and 
Orion. Genetically, they are nearly 
identical to Earth-bom humans 
with the following exceptions. 
Abductees refer to these beings as 
the “tails.” Males average up to 
approximately seven feet in 
height; females, six and a half 
feet. They are extremely fine fea¬ 
tured, pale in complexion. Eyes 
are almond shaped, slightly 
slanted with a natural black liner, 
much like the renderings of an¬ 
cient Egyptian royalty. There are 
three hair colors apparently re¬ 
lated to colony origin: blondes 
(Pleiades), red (Orion), and black 
(Sirius). The insignia of these 
combined human races is a trian¬ 
gular arrangement of three 
spheres. This symbol has deep 
significance, and is found 
throughout Earth history. History 
records these beings as goddesses, 
gods, devas, etc. A subgroup of 
Group A females is in command 
of most Terran projects. 
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Group B, Earth-Born 
Humans 

These arc Homo Sapiens whose 
origin is the planet Earth. They 
can be divided into two separate 
classes. 

Class A: Ancient These humans 
were the companions and house 
servants of a Group A military 
mining and occupation force. 
When this force left the Earth 
sometime between 3,500 BC and 
1,000 BC, it was decided to re¬ 
move all humans that had been in 
close proximity with them. It was 
felt that leaving them would only 
further disrupt normal human de¬ 
velopment. Class A humans are on 
an equal level with Group A and 
cooperate fully in all Earth proj¬ 
ects. 

Class M: Modern These humans 
are working on the same coopera¬ 
tive level as Class A. They were 
taken from the Earth in modem 
times. During some abduction 
projects, twins (either identical or 
fraternal) are induced in a female 
subject. During the first trimester, 
one of the fetuses is removed. It is 
then grown to maturity by Group 
A. Abductees will meet their twin* 
during some abductions. Very 
limited contact has been made by 
these humans. 

Group C: Genetically 
Modified Earth-Born 
Humans These humans are 
comprised of two classes and 
should not be confused with 
Group D, Greys. 


Class W: Workers This class is 
the smallest in physical stature. 
They are described as approxi¬ 
mately three and a half feet in 
height, large head and eyes, pale 
white in complexion. These work¬ 
ers were created by Group A 
through genetic modification of 
Earth human fetuses. Their func¬ 
tion is to perform menial tasks 
requiring limited reasoning abili¬ 
ties. In mental capacity, they are 
equivalent to a child of five years. 
They are incapable of violence 
and, in some cases, are kept as 
companions by Group A indi¬ 
viduals. 

Class T: Technicians These hu¬ 
mans are basically the same as 
Class W. They are slightly larger, 
at approximately four and a half 
feet in height Their complexion is 
tan or yellowish. Their reasoning 
and deductive abilities are higher. 
This allows them to perform more 
complex operations. They are of¬ 
ten seen operating ship controls 
and in transport activities, both 
Classes W and T are telepathi- 
cally camouflaged to appear as 
Greys to abductees. This is done 
to conceal the true nature of 
Group C. It is felt that perception 
of Group A maintaining a human 
slave population would hinder 
future contact efforts. This point 
will undoubtedly be a source of 
much heated debate in the near 
future. 



Group D: Grevs Of the six 
groups discussed in this paper, the 
Greys appear to represent the only 


non-human contingent. The fol¬ 
lowing data should be considered 
tentative at best. Height is ap¬ 
proximately five and a half feet. 
The head is large; eyes large, 
black and very slanted. Skin color 
is a dark grey and non-porous. All 
data so far indicates that they may 
be a cetacean-based life form. On 
Earth, this comprises the species 
of whales and dolphins. Descrip¬ 
tions of Greys’ skin color and 
texture closely match that of dol¬ 
phins. The stare and stun effects 
approximate that performed by 
dolphins on potential enemies, 
such as sharks and barracuda. 

Human and dolphin fetuses are 
nearly identical, up to a certain 
development stage. Some say they 
share a common genetic ancestor. 
If so, then this makes the hybridi¬ 
zation of humans and dolphins 
theoretically feasible. 

(Note: For a more detailed look 
at this group, see “The Dolphins 
of Heaven.") 

Group E: Human/Grey 
Hybrids 

One of the main ET projects, now 
in the completion stage, is the hy¬ 
brid program. The goal of this 
project is to produce a being 
combining the best physical and 
mental qualities of both races. The 
following description is of a hy¬ 
brid female, approximately fifteen 
years old. Height is five feet, three 
inches; skin color is pale 
white/grey. The head is slightly 
larger and rounder than normal. 
Hair is dark, high above the fore¬ 
head, and worn in a very long po¬ 
nytail. The face is very fine- 
featured, and attractive. Like all 








the beings discussed in this paper, 
her main method of 
communication is telepathic. This 
has allowed a deeper 
understanding of her intellectual 
and emotional make-up. They 
consider themselves human, not 
Grey, in almost all respects. They 
care about the Greys, as any child 
would a parent, but find them 
agonizingly boring! The desire for 
human contact is greater than all 
others. Their capacity for emotion 
is as great, if not greater than, 
humans. Any physical attribute 
more human than Grey is a great 
source of pride. Their intellectual 
capacity is well above human 
standards. It is very likely they 
will exceed the capabilities of both 
races. 



These have been seen both near, 
and on-board, UFOs. Little is 
known about them. Some have 
speculated that they are the 
original pre-human species from 
which Homo Sapiens were 
derived.

Physicists find signs that an axis 
of sorts runs through universe 

Measurements by scientists have suggested for 
the first time that the universe has an “up" and a 
“down.” 

The observation, if correct, would be one of the 
most surprising and fundamental new insights 
about the universe to emerge in recent years. The 
notion that space is uniform — that it is the same 
in all directions, with no north and south or up and 
down — is a major tenet of modem cosmology, 
backed by Einstein’s theory of relativity. 

The findings could force scientists to reconsider 
aspects of Einstein’s theory, rethink some ideas 
about the birth of the universe and the possible 
existence of other universes. They also raise 
questions about the speed of light, especially 
whether it may not be always precisely the same. 

In an analysis of radio waves from 160 distant 
galaxies, physicists at the University of Rochester 
and the University of Kansas made the startling 
discovery that the radiations rotate as they move 
through space, in a subtle corkscrew pattern unlike 
anything observed before. 

A complete turn of the corkscrew appeared to 
occur every 1 billion miles the radio waves travel. 
These effects are in addition to what is known as 
the Faraday effect, a polarization of light caused 
by intergalactic magnetic fields. 

Even more surprisingly, the magnitude of these 
newly observed rotations appears to depend on 
the angle at which the radio waves move in rela¬ 
tion to a kind of axis of orientation running through 
space. The more parallel the direction of travel of 
the wave is with the axis, the greater the rotation. 
The reason for this remains unknown. 

This axis of orientation is not a physical entity, 
but rather defines a direction of space that some¬ 
how determines how light travels through the uni¬ 
verse. As observed from Earth, the discoverers 
said, the axis runs one way toward the 


constellation Sextans and the other toward the 
constellation Aquila. Which way is up and which 
way down, whether toward Sextans or Aquila, 
would be a matter of arbitrary choice. 

The discovery was made by Dr. Borge Nodland 
of Rochester and Dr. John Ralston of Kansas, us¬ 
ing radio-wave observations made by different as¬ 
tronomers around the world. In a report to be pub¬ 
lished Monday in Physical Review Letters, the two 
physicists concluded on a note of excitement tem¬ 
pered with caution. 

“Barring hidden systematic bias in the data," they 
wrote, the behavior of electromagnetic radiation 
propagating over vast distances "indicates a new 
cosmological effect.” 

In an announcement Thursday, April 17, by the 
University of Rochester, Nodland said: “The big 
news is that perhaps not all space is equal, for as 
far back as we can peer in time. This work defies 
the notion that there is no ‘up’ or ‘down,’ in space.” 

Said Ralston: "Our observational data suggest 
that there is a mysterious axis, a kind of cosmo¬ 
logical North Star that orients the universe.” 

Few other physicists and cosmologists have had 
a chance to read the journal report, but they 
agreed that the research must be tested thor¬ 
oughly before the conclusions can be accepted. 

"It would be a really profound change in physics, 
if it is true,” said Dr. P. James Peebles, a Princeton 
University astrophysicist 

Dr. Stephen Maran, an astronomer at the God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt MD, said: 
“...the crucial issue is always whether you have 
correctly taken account of systematic errors in the 
observations. And any result of this potential 
magnitude is going to be viewed with considerable 
skepticism until new experiments can be done to 
verify it”

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Crop Circle Reports Are Rolling In! 


Livingston County, MI 

A Michigan housewife (who 
wishes to remain anonymous), 
reported that in Spring, two 
years ago, she and her high 
school-aged son spotted 
something she thought was 
strange. 

Close to her community, 
along the side of the road, was 
what she described as a 
“circular burned or charred 
area of ground,” — not in a 
fanner’s field, but on Michigan 
State Park land! She and her 
son both noted the oddity, but 
did not stop to investigate. 
When they drove by the area 
during the summer, however, a 
circle of wheat had replaced 
the blackened area — and it 
was “swirled down just like a 
crop circled.” It is claimed that 
the circle is still there, even 
after two years! 

Two investigators in Michi¬ 
gan met with the woman and 
her son this past February, and 
discovered the circle is just as 
she had described it. There, on 
the edge of the State Park land, 
in a scrub grass field, about 
100-200 feet from the edge of 
the road, is a 39 foot circle of 
wheat growing! This is the 
second season of the wheat — 
the first season’s wheat was 
swirled down counter¬ 
clockwise, pressed flat to the 
ground! 

As they searched the area, 
they noticed power lines run¬ 
ning directly overhead. The 


circle lies in a punchbowl¬ 
shaped area of the land. A lake 
lay nearby. As they walked 
over the top of a hill, a few 
hundred yards away and at the 
bottom of another basin, were 
two more circles of wheat 
growing up from the scrub 
grass land! 

One of the circles was larger 
that the other, and a second 
season of wheat had grown 
through the swirled-down crop 
circle of the season before. As 
with the original circle, power 
lines were almost directly 
overhead; there was a lake 
nearby, and the circles were at 
the bottom of a punchbowl or 
basin-shaped area. 

First Major 1997 Crop 
Circle Appears in the 
United Kingdom 

Nancy Talbot (BLT Re¬ 
search Team) contacted Bob 
Schultz recently to report the 
news of the first major crop 
circle of the 1997 season in the 
UK. It occurred during the 
night of April 19 -20 near 
Barbury Castle. The crop is 
“oil seed rape” which is a 
bright yellow color. The for¬ 
mation is a solid circle of 
about 240 feet in diameter, and 
is surrounded by two rings. 

The outer ring is surrounded 
by six or seven crescents. The 


researchers in En glan d said 
this was the most complicated 
pattern ever to occur in this 
type of crop. They feel this 
signifies the onset of another 
great crop circle season with a 
high probability of more com¬ 
plex formations than ever be¬ 
fore. 

And in Brazil... 

A UFO landing took place on 
February 27,1997, just out¬ 
side of Santo Angelo, in the 
state of Rio Grande Du Sol, 
leaving two crop circles. 

Holland 

Reported on the 18th of 
January, three circles were 
found in Grassfields, north of 
Amsterdam. This is the first 
report of crop circle activity in 
Holland. 

Sennen, Cornwall 

The West Country TV 
lunchtime news on Friday, 
February 7, reported that 
Farmer Thomas discovered a 
crop circle on his land at Sen¬ 
nen. Two rings, about 40 ft, 
appeared in silage grass. The 
grass is dead, but the weeds 
are thriving! The circle seems 
to be “biunt into the grass.”

99.999% certain that the gli tch on 
the images was just that — a case 
of data dropout The satellite 
transmission suffered a momen¬ 
tary loss between the satellite and 
the place where the transmissions 
are collected and/or weather cen¬ 
tral. 

The glitch apparently didn’t 
shop up on other satellite images 
taken at about the same time. 

What about the witnesses? What 
they saw could well have been a 
genuine UFO!
